black yellow blue 

The following colors can be added for older age levels: 
orange brown dark green 

yellow ochre dark red 

Buy in pint jars, or no less than 8 oz. jars for economy 


BRUSHES 

Bristle brushes, brights, (flat, short bristles) 

1", 3/4", and l/2" wide, for ages 3-5 years 

add 1/4" ^lade for ages 5 and over 

Camel hair brush, add one small, pointed, approximately 
1/4" in diameter, for details, for ages 10 and over
